CONDENSED 90 YEAR HISTORY 
OF EXCELSIOR GRANGE NO. 5 


Excelsior Grange was organized March 5, 1874, 
holding its meetings in the schoolhouse near where 
the new hall was dedicated, June 29, 1876. The pri- 
mary purpose of the grange at this time, aside from 
its social aspect, seemed to be the co-operative pur- 
chase of farm supplies, flour, grain, groceries, etc. At 
one time, a store was maintained at Mechanic Falls 
with good patronage. 


In 1904, the grange had reached a membership of 
418, with an average attendance of 70, in spite of the 
fact that in the first year of its life it voted to es- 
tablish a new grange at West Poland. 


On Jan. 17, 1914, the hall was completely destroyed 
by fire, but on the same day the grange met in its 
original place of meeting, the schoolhouse, and start- 
ed to lay plans for the building of a new hall. This 
. hall, our present grange home, was dedicated Sept. 
22, 1914. 


When the Town of Poland consclidated its schools 
in 1955, Excelsior Grange was offered for a small fee 
the schoolhouse on Harris Hill where the Grange 
was organized. The offer was accepted, It was im- 
mediately occupied by the Juvenile Grange. 


As early as 1880, the grange became very interested 
in debating, as well as in many other forms of educa- 
tional entertainment and has assisted greatly in the 
development of the talents of its membership. 
Throughout its long life the membership and the 
community have benefited by its activities in making 
Poland a better place in which to live.
